1.  Reference  telecon  between  Lt  Alexander,  £TW£,  and 
Mrs.  Stancombe,  TD£\Y,  on  12  March  65. 

2.  The  investigation  reported  in  the  attached  memorandum 
for  the  record  was  accomplished  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Bemiss  on  a 
completely  voluntary  basis  without  requirement  of  any 
reimbursement  for  expenses.  Dr*  Bemiss  is  a key  member  of 
the  Pan  American  Technical  Staff.  Pan  American  is  the 
prime  Air  Force  contractor  at  the  Eastern  Test  Range. 

With  a view  toward  Dr.  Bemiss*  participation  in  future 
events,  as  well  as  in  this  present  instance,  it  is  our 
feeling  that  he  probably  should  be  reimbursed  if  contin- 
gency funds  are  readily  available  for  this  purpose.  The 
cost  would  be  nominal;  about  one  day  per  diem,  mileage 

(270  miles  round  trip  in  his  own  automobile),  plus,  perhaps, 
a standard  consultant  fee  for  one  day. 

3.  The  ETW  role  in  this  operation  is  elaborated  for  your 
information  as  follows;

Upon  reading  news  accounts  of  the  reported  sighting, 

Dr.  Bemiss  called  this  Deputate  and  volunteered  his  services 
as  an  impartial  scientific  investigator.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  investigation  should  be  made  promptly,  if  at  all, 
because  of  the  short  half  life  of  radioactive  calcium  and 
that  he  had  scintillation  counting  equipment  which  he  could 
use  to  establish  or  rule  out  nuclear  power  as  a means  of 
propulsion.  ETW  then  contacted  15th  Tactical  Wing  (TW) 
Intelligence  at  MacDlll  AFB,  Florida,  the  initial  Air  Force 
Investigator  to  inform  them  of  Dr.  Bemiss*  offer.  ETW 
stressed  the  need  for  expedited  action  and  the  potential 
value  of  Dr.  Bemiss*  contribution.  In  response  to  query  by 
the  representative  of  the  15th  TW  Intelligence  Office  at 
MacDill,  ETW  suggested  that  the  report  nearing  completion 
be  sent  to  FTD  as  planned,  but  that  FTD  should  be  queried 
as  to  desires  on  Dr.  Bemiss*  proposed  survey.  Dr.  Bemiss*

phone  numbers  were  given  to  MacDlll  so  that  they  could 
arrange  the  survey.  If  desired  by  FID. 

Since  it  was  near  1600  hours  on  a Friday  afternoon, 
and  knowing  the  communications  difficulties  that  might 
arise,  we  decided  to  call  FTD  to  make  sure  MacDlll  got 
through*  MaJ  Quintanilla,  TUEW,  was  contacted  by 
Lt  Alexander,  FTWE.  Maj  Quintanilla  had  not  heard  from 
MacDlll  and  was  most  anxious  to  have  Dr.  Bemiss  conduct 
his  tests.  Another  call  to  Dr.  Bemiss  revealed  that  he 
had  not  been  called  by  anyone  at  MacDlll.  Lt  Alexander 
then  called  MacDlll  and  located  Capt  Hincewicz,  15th  TW 
Intelligence.  It  was  arranged  to  have  Dr.  Bemiss  meet 
Lt  Goettle  of  MacDlll  in  Brooksville  at  1100  hours, 
Saturday,  6 March  65.  Lt  Alexander  called  Dr.  Bemiss 
and  informed  him  of  the  arrangements  made  with  MacDlll. 
Finally  we  provided  Dr.  Bemiss  typing  and  administrative 
support  in  publishing  and  distributing  his  report.

1.  Per  your  arrangement,  I met  Lt  Goettle,  MacDill  AFB, 
at  the  WWJB  Radio  Station  in  Brooksville  at  approximately 
1130,  Saturday,  6 March  1965. 

2.  Lt  Goettle  was  accompanied  by  another  individual,  an 
Air  Force  Sergeant.  We  drove  as  near  to  the  reported 
site  as  possible  and  continued  on  foot.  After  a period 
of  about  an  hour,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a local 
resident  (in  his  Model  A Ford  "woods -buggy ^0  we  arrived 
at  the  site. 

3.  It  was  evident  that  the  area  had  received  rain  and  an 
indeterminable  number  of  visitors  since  the  original  report 
was  made.  Therefore,  the  indentations  or  holes  which 
supposedly  represented  the  imprint  of  the  landing  legs 
were  partially  "filled-in",  yet  their  location  was  very 
evident.  The  previously  photographed  footprints  has  been 
obliterated,  thus,  no  observable  evidence  of  their  exis- 
tence remained. 

4.  The  area  was  examined  closely,  the  spacing  and  compass 
orientation  of  the  holes  were  measured  and  a scintillation 
counter  survey  made  of  the  ground  within  the  four-hole 
array  and  surrounding  area. 

5.  No  opinion  was  solicited  or  will  be  offered  as  to  the 

authenticity  of  the  sighting  or  the  reliability  of  the 
observer,  for  I did  not  meet  or  question  Mr.  1 

would  prefer  to  limit  my  discussion  to  factual  evidence 
and  not  delve  into  conjecture. 

6.  The  following  represents  my  observations  and  measure- 
ments : 

a.  Surface  appearance  of  the  area 


The  soil  in  the  sighting  area  is  the  typical,  fine 
type  of  "original  sea  sand"  found  in  a large  portion  of 
Florida,  The  surface  of  this  soil  was  covered  with  a 
light  residue  of  decaying  field  grass  and  the  decomposed 
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residue  of  leaves.  This  type  of  litter  is  very  loose 
and  could  be  easily  moved  by  a moderately  strong  air 
flow.  The  litter  was  distributed  in  a random  manner 
throughout  the  area  of  the  sighting,  right  up  to  the 
edges  of  the  holes  reported  as  Indentations  from  landing 
legs.  A portion  of  this  type  of  litter  may  be  seen  in 
the  photograph  of  one  hole  recorded  by  a photographer 
from  the  radio  station. 

1 believe  that  the  foregoing  is  important  for  a 
number  of  reasons; 

(1)  If  a ^‘heated  gas"  type  of  propulsion 
were  used  in  the  reported  vehicle,  it  is  most  probable 
that  the  litter  would  have  been  dispersed,  disarranged 
or  at  least  present  a "scorched*'  appearance.  There  was 
no  evidence  to  substantiate  such  an  expectation. 

(2)  If  any  form  of  high  velocity  jet  were 
used  for  propulsion,  it  is  expected  that  a pattern 
representing  the  thrust  impact  of  this  - impinging  upon 
the  ground  - would  remain.  In  addition,  if  the  unknown 
I vehicle  were  to  "hover"  for  even  a limited  period  of  time 

(as  reported),  it  is  expected  that  the  loose  sand  in  the 
area  would  be  disarranged  in  a similar  manner.  Observa- 
tions did  not  confirm  this  hypothesis. 

Thus,  if  a 'teighting"  did  actually  take  place,  the 
unknown  vehicle  must  have  included  a form  of  propulsion 
unknown  to  our  science,  as  of  this  date. 

b.  Measurement  of  Hole  Spacing  and  Compass  Orientation 

I had  included  a 6-ft  metal  tape  measure  and  an 
Engineers  Lenzomatic  Compass  in  my  equipment  for  the  trip, 
Lt  Goettle  and  the  AF  Sergeant  measured  the  separation 
distance  between  the  centers  of  the  four  holes  and  also 
the  diagonal  spacing,  while  I recorded  the  data.  The 
results  have  been  sketched  to  scale  on  the  accompanying 
sheet.  I believe  only  one  measurement  needs  clarification. 
The  diagonal  AC  presents  an  orientation  angle  of  136°  to 
magnetic  north. 

As  to  interpretation  of  the  measurements,  it  would 
be  normally  expected  that  the  support  legs  of  a circular 
vehicle  would  be  equally  spaced  or  at  least  the  diagonal 
distance  spacing  would  be  similar.  It  is  evident  from  the 
measurements  that  this  is  not  the  case. 
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c . Measurement  of  Residual  Radioactivity 

It  has  been  postulated  in  previous  reports  of 
UFO  sightings  that  a form  of  nuclear  propulsion  might  be 
used  in  such  a vehicle. 

In  seeking  evidence  of  this  as  a possibility^  first 
the  nature  of  the  soil  was  considered.  This  type  of  Florida 
sea  sand  is  not  pure  silica,  Si02*  Instead,  it  generally 
contains  calcium^  magnesium  and  iron  impurities.  This 
offers  the  possibility  that  a detectable  gamma  ray-emitting 
isotope  might  be  present.  It  is  recognized  that  the  half- 
life  of  gamma-emitt ing  isotopes  of  silicon  are  in  the  range 
of  2 seconds  to  2.62  hours;  therefore,  I would  not  expect 
to  find  evidence  of  residual  radiation  four  days  later. 

The  gamma -emission  isotopes  of  oxygen  have  maximum  half- 
lives  of  71  seconds,  so  the  situation  would  be  similar 
for  this  element . 

The  two  isotopes,  Ca  47  (half-lif e»4. 5 days)  and 
Fe  59  (half -1  if e=:45  days),  however,  are  possible  emission 
sources  for  detection  if  a very  sensitive  scintillation 
counter  is  used. 


As  mentioned  before,  a scintillation  survey  was 
made  over  the  entire  area  of  the  sighting  and  at  no  time 
was  it  possible  to  detect  a signal  level  higher  than  the 
normal  background  count,  plus  instrument  "dark  current." 

The  instrument  utilized  was  a Precision  111b  Scintillator, 
in  the  "fast  count"  made  with  all  readings  on  the  0 to 
0.025  MR/hr  scale.  The  background  (plus  dark  current) 
readings  ranged  from  0.004  to  0.010  MR/hr. 

If  a nuclear  propulsion  jet  stream  had  impinged  on 
the  calcium  and  impurity  contained  sand,  I believe  that  a 
residual  radioactivity  level  would  have  still  existed  and 
the  sensitivity  of  the  Precision  111b  Scintillator  would 
have  been  sufficient  to  detect  it.  The  observations  and 
readings  did  not  confirm  this  as  a fact. 

SUMMARY 

The  observation  of  undisturbed  loose  litter  in  the  area 
irregular  spacing  of  the  holes  and  lack  of  any  measureable 
radioactivity  make  it  difficult  for  me  to  substantiate  the 
reported  sighting  on  the  basis  of  factual  or  measureable 
evidence  on  the  date  of  inspection.

These  were  eventually 
submitted  to  Air  Force  experts  at  Ulright-Patterson.  The  investigators  found 
nothing  weird  or  unusual  about  the  paper,  and  some  mysterious  writing  thereon 
was  translatad  into  English  by  a simple  method  of  substituting  letters  of  our 
own  Earth-bound  alphaoet.  The  message  reads  in  partt  **Planet  niars  - Are  you 
coning  home  soon  - ICe  miss  you  very  much  - Why  did  you  stay  away  too  long.**  As 
a SAUCER  NEUJS  exclusive,  we  have  reproduesd  part  of  the  first  page  below,  with 
the  Air  Force's  translation  and  notations  on  it. 

Tha  Air  Force  also  stated  that  various  flaws  were  found  in  Reeves' 
story,  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  abnormal  disturbance  or  radioac- 
tivity at  the  landing  site.

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STATEMENT  ON  BROOKSVILLE,  FLORIDA.  UFO  SIGHTING.  2 MARCH 
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The  alleged  leuiding  of  a vehicle  from  outer  space  at  Brooksvllle, 

Florida,  on  2 March  19^3 f was  apparently  a hoax  eiccordlng  to  Information 
obtained  by  Air  Force  Investigators  from  MacDill  AFD,  Florida,  and 
Dr.  C.  W.  Bemlas,  Fan  American  Airways  technical  staff  member  of  the 
Eastern  Test  Range  who  conducted  an  additional  Investigation.  The 
report  submitted  to  the  Air  Force  Investigators  by  the  alleged  eyewitness 
contained  several  statements  which  cannot  be  confirmed  as  facts.  The 
spacecre^t  allegedly  took  off  straight  up  at  3000  miles  per  hour  and  was 
out  of  sight  in  ten  seconds.  It  Is  extremely  doubtful  that  a twenty  to 
thirty- foot  object  could  have  been  seen  for  more  than  five  seconds  at 
which  time  the  object  would  have  reached  an  altitude  of  36,^30  feet.  The 
blast-off  from  a vehicle  taking  off  at  this  speed  would  have  disturbed  the 
sand  and  soil  In  the  Immediate  area.  There  was  no  evidence  of  any  abnormal 
disturbance  in  the  area.  The  sketch  of  the  sdleged  spacecraft  shoved  four 
stilt  poles  as  the  landing  gear.  These  poles  protruded  from  the  spacecraft 
at  an  angle.  The  holes  which  were  purportedly  caused  by  the  landing  gear 
were  straight  and  appeared  to  have  been  scooped  or  dug  as  opposed  to 
indentations  caused  by  an  object  of  any  sizeable  weight.  There  was  no 
radioactivity  In  the  area.  Two  papers  which  contained  unreadable 
hieroglyphics  were  reportedly  dropped  by  an  occupant  of  the  spacecraft. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  these  papers  by  the  Institute  of  Paper  Chemistry 
in  Appleton,  Wisconsin.  This  analysis  Indicated  that  the  paper  Is 
composed  of  fibers  which  are  common  worldwide.  The  fiber  composition 
corresponds  to  that  used  in  lens  and  stencil  papers.  The  hieroglyphics 
on  one  of  the  papers  was  deciphered  by  means  of  simple  substitution  and 
was  determined  to  be  the  work  of  an  amateur.

The  saucer  left  holes  about  "four 
inches  in  diameter  and  four  inches 
deep."  The  robot-like  pilot  left  foot- 
prints which  he  described  as  being 
"round  on  both  ends  and  very  narrow 
in  the  middle."

I did  some  intensive  investigation 
into  the  Brookville  affair,  and  I found 
that  the  I'.ome-towners  are  solidly  be- 
hind Mr,  Reeves.  They  believe  that  he 
really  saw  what  he  says  he  did.

The  sighting-landing  was  investi- 
gated by  MacDill  Air  Force  Base  per- 
sonnel and  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Bemiss,  Pan 
American  Airways  technical  staff  man. 

The  Air  Force  found  it  "extremely 
doubtful"  that  a 20-30  foot  object  could 
have  taken  off  at  the  alleged  rate  of 
5,000  MPH  in  vertical  ascent  and  been 
seen  for  any  more  than  five  second.^. 

The  vehicle  would  have  reached  an 
altitude  of  36,430  feet  in  th.at  time.

So  information  on  the  new  saucer  sighting 
will  wend  Its  way  to  the  dark  labyrinth  of 
Project  Bluebook  at  Wright-Patterson  Air 
Force  base.  There,  a special  team  will  care- 
fully examine  the  paper  with  the  strange 
markings.  Authorities  will  weigh  Mr, 
Reeves’  relia'nilitv  and  take  full  stock  of  the 
saucer  description. 

Then  will  follow  silence,  vague  references 
or  charge's  of  hallucination  or  hoax.  Rome 
may  find  it  hard  to  take  the  matter  seriously. 
Others,  in  their  hearts,  may  disbelieve  from 
the  start. 

And  who  knnw??  In  some  far  off  never- 
never  land,  a panel  of  five-foot  creatures  with 
point'*d  chins  may  he  .shaking  their  heads  over 
a picture  nf  a retired  longshoreman.  "Zorbat, 
you  dod,  you  ve  taken  too  much  radiation 
again."

was  in  Mr.  Reeves  a complete  unconcern 
about  the  Polygraph  tests  outcome,  it  is 
my  opinion  therefore,  that  he  was  truth- 

telling  in  all  respects. 

"Further  corroboration  was  determined 
from  the  handwriting  analysis  Mr. 
John  F Reeves  obtained  March  14,  lJt>» 
relative  to  his  character.  From  the  ex- 
amination of  his  writing  it  is  iny  opinion 
that  he  is  a man  who  gives  average  a 
tention  to  details  and  does  not  reflw 
an  imaginative  nature.

alphabet)  used  on  the  first  page,  only  the 
letters  D,  E,  C,  and  M were  repeated  on 
the  next  page,  and  a considerable  num- 
ber of  new  glyphs  appeared  on  the  sec- 
ond page — too  many  for  the  missing  7 
letters  of  the  alphabet. 

The  two  pages  of  “writing"  seemed  to 
have  been  written  rather  than  drawn, 
and  the  two  pages  appeared  to  have  been 
produced  by  two  different  writers.

One  small  paragraph  in  the  AF’s  state- 
ment of  the  Reeves  case  was  puzzling: 

' *The  Air  Force  concluded  that  it  wasn’t 
feasible  to  expend  any  more  funds  to 
analyze  and  decipher  the  second  sheet." 
With  the  code  broken  on  18  of  ,the  25 
letters  of  the  alphabet,  it  should  have 
been  comparatively  easy  and  inexpensive 
t«>  solve  the  mystery  of  the  second  sheet 
— unless  the  initial  breakdown  didn’t 
work  on  the  second  sheet,  as  we  found 
to  be  the  case. 

In  the  April-May  issue  of  the  NICAP 
Investigator,  it  is  stated  on  Page  8 col- 
umn two,  under  the  heading,  “Reeves 
Story",  that  a NICAP  Sun  Coast  Sub- 
committee interviewed  Reeves  before  AF 
investigators.  We  had  been  assured  by 
phone  that  outside  of  him  and  Fish,  no 
one  had  interviewed  Reeves  before  the 
Air  Force  got  to  him.  It  is  a mystery  to  us 
why  any  UFO  Investigator  would  stand 
idly  by  and  let  material  evidence  such 
as  the  pieces  of  paper  (there  were  two) 
get  out  of  his  hands. 

b 

The  Investigator  also  states'  that  the 
message  on  the  paper  read,  in  j^art: 
’•Planet  Mars,  where  are  you  . . . ? 

* The  actual  message  reads:  “Planet 

Mars — are  you  coming  home  soon — we 
miss  you  very  much — why  did  you  stay 
away  too  long."  This  in  the  intere.st  of 
accuracy. 

Which  brings  up  another  point:  There 
Is  a strange  breakdown  in  the  English 
of  the  last  sentence  of  that  "message". 
It  sounds  as  though  someone  not  entirely 
conversant  with  the  English  language 
wrote  it. 

Johnson  now  claims  that  the  paper  re- 
turned to  Reeves  by  the  AF  is  not  the 
same  which  Reeves  gave  them. 

Adding  all  these  facts  up,  we  cannot 
turn  our  backs  on  the  two  possibilities. 

1.  That  the  whole  incident  is  a hoax. 
If  this  is  so,  Reeves  had  help — possibly 
hypnosis  was  used.  Whoever  participat- 
ed in  the  hoax,  however,  would  have  had 
to  have  a very  intimate  knowledge  of 
UFO  lore.  Then  we  must  search  among 
aurselves. 

2.  The  whole  incident  was  real  and 
the  most  important  evidence — the  paper 
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The  above  script  on  "’strange  paper*’  was  allegedly  dropped  by  ‘“space  nmn"  in  Weefci- 
Wachi  Springs  Incident, 


— was  in,  part  a hoax.  This  would  be  pos- 
sible if  UFO  occupants  kept  an  easily 
translatable  fake  or  cover  message  folded 
in  with  any  written  matter  in  their  pos- 
session to  throw  investigators  off  the 
track  or  to  label  any  inadvertent  observ- 
ers of  them  or  their  craft  as  hoaxers. 

The  facts  and  the  strange  goings-on  in 
Florida  indicate  the  former  and  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  office  that  this  case  can- 
not be  called  completely  closed — not  yet. 

The  latest  development  in  the  Reeves* 
case  is  a polygraph  test  conducted  by  the 
Edwards  Polygraph  Service  of  Orlando, 
Florida,  the  results  of  which  were  kindly 
forwarded  to  APRO  by  Mr.  Robert  S. 
Carr  of  Clearwater,  who  is  a well-known 
author  and  UFO  researcher  We  quote 
from  the  letter: 

'This  Polygraph  examination  was  con- 
ducted in  the  home  of  Mr,  John  F. 
Reeves,  Brooksville,  Florida  on  May  13, 
1965  at  approximately  3:30  P.M.  There 
were  seven  tests  conducted  in  all  and 
testing  was  terminated  at  approximately 

5:15  P.  M.  The  first  three  tests  were 

indoctrination  tests  to  determine  his 

ability  of  reacting  to  guilt  deception.  The 


'^four  following  tests  were  conducted  spe- 
cifcally  on  the  main  pertinent  questons 
regarding  his  sightings.** 

"RESULTS:  In  my  opinion,  the  indoc- 
trination tests  reflected  that  he  was  a 
normal  reactor  and  had  guilt  complex 
reaction  when  he  attempted  deception. 
It  is  my  further  opinion,  that  after  care- 
ful examination  of  the  four  separate  tests 
in  which  the  pertinent  questions  were 
asked  regarding  the  sightings,  there  was 
no  indication  of  any  deception  to  any  of 
the  pertinent  questions  asked. 

"CONCLUSION:  It  is  therefore  my 
opinion,  that  John  F.  Reeves  has  answer- 
ed all  pertinent  questions  truthfully,  re- 
garding the  experience  he  had  when  as 
he  stated  he  saw  a UFO  and  occupant  on 
March  2,  1965  at  Brooksville,  Florida.  A 
further  and  most  significant  point  of  in- 
terest is  at  the  conclusion  of  (he  tests, 
Mr.  Reeves  first  remarked:  "now  would 
you  like  to  see  the  place  where  I saw 
the  saucer?"  The  usual  reaction  of  a 

guilty  subject  with  respect  to  not  answer- 
ing truthfully  would  have  more  likely 
been,  "well,  how  did  X make  out?**  There

roughly  five  feet  tall  and  clothed  in  a 
silver  gray,  stiff-appearing  suit,  atop 
which  was  a helmet  much  like  a glass 
bowl  ioverted  Ov*er  its  head  and  resting 
on  Its  shoulders.  The  head  inside  was 
covered  by  dark  material  which  covered 
the  hair  area.  The  ears,  mouth  and  nose 
appeared  normal  but  the  eyes  were  large 
and  very  wide  set,  with  a **flat  area"  be* 
tween.  The  hands  were  covered  by  mit- 
tens which  appeared  to  be  very  pliable 
and  the  same  color  as  the  suit.  Reeves 
did  not  notice  the  footgear. 

The  craft  was  about  20-30  feet  in  di- 
ameter, and  approximately  8 feet  thick. 
Around  the  circumference  of  the  airfoil 
were  "slats”  which  resembled  "Venetian 
blinds”.  Shortly  after  the  “creature”  got 
into  the  craft,  these  slats  began  to  open 
and  close  and  a rumbling  noise  was 
heard.  Then  the  airfoil  began  to  turn 
counter-clockwise,  and  the  rumbling  was 
replaced  with  a whistling  sound.  The 
object  elevated,  the  gear  lifted  and  be- 
came horizontal  with  the  ship  and  then 
slid  into  the  belly  of  it.  The  overall  color 
of  the  object  was  "like  a soap  bubble"— 
Irridescent,  with  red-purple  and  green- 
blue  predominating. 

When  the  "creature”  got  into  the  ob- 
ject he  entered  by  way  of  a cylindrical 
shaft  ((actually  a half-cylinder^  into 
which  was  set  disc-like  flaps.  As  the 
creature  shifted  his  weight  from  one  to 
another,  the  lower  flap  folded  up  into 
place.  When  the  creature  disappeared 
into  the  ship  the  cyltnder-Uke  ladder 
drew  up  inside. 

Very  little  of  the  foregoing  information 
was  gathered  from  the  press — most  of  it 
came  from  Reeves  himself,  via  telephone 
conversations  and  direct  contact  by  a 
Florida  APRO  member.  Some  very  queer 
and  interesting  situations  developed  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  investigation. 

On  the  face  of  it,  it  would  seem,  at 
first,  that  the  sighting  was  a genuine  one. 
Reeves,  although  not  technically  knowl- 
edgeable, did  not  seem  to  be  unreliable 
and  seemed  to  be  a good  observer.  Var- 
ious points  about  the  craft  and  the  "crea- 
ture" correlated  with  known  facts  about 
the  UFO  singhtings  in  the  past.  The 
"pointed  chin”  correlated  with  a sighting 
in  Brazil  in  1957  which  had  not,  at  that 
time,  been  published.  The  "strange  eyes" 
and  the  helmet-Jike  covering  of  the  hair 
correlates  with  types  decribed  by  Michel 
in  his  latest  book  on  UFOs  (Flying  Sauc- 
ers and  the  Straight  Line  Mystery).  Thu 
shape  of  the  craft  is,  of  course,  similar 
to  the  well-known  Saturn  shape  (such  as 
the  famous  IGY  Trindade  Island  object). 

When  questioning  Reeves,  we  found 
U noteworthy  that  he  saw  no  pockets, 


and  could  not  be  convinced  that  there 
was  one  when  he  didn't  see  one.  He  also 
did  not  noice  foot  gear  which  is  unusual 
in  the  case  of  a hoax.  Usually  the  hoaxer 
has  an  answer  for  everything. 

One  of  our  members  in  St,  Petersburg, 
Florida,  Mrs. 'Helen  Hartman,  (to  whom 
we  are  indebted  for  voluminous  informa- 
tion regarding  this  case)  was  relayed  in- 
formation by  members  of  another  UFO 
Group  which,  as  It  turned  out,  was  not 
exactly  reliable. 

Life  Magazine  supposedly  was  inter- 
ested in  the  story.  They  also  reportedly 
had  a lie-detector  test  given  Reeves  and 
the  test  indicated  that  Reeves  was  not 
telling  the  truth. 

Unfortunately,  the  physical  evidence 
(footprints,  gear  prints,  etc.)  was  de- 
stroyed by  rain  on  the  night  of  the  third. 
Unfortunately,  also,  the  photographs 
taken  by  news  photographer  Frank  Fish, 
which  were  hawked  to  interested  parties 
for  $30.00  per  set,  were  photographs  of 
a couple  of  the  footprints  only,  whereas 
distance  photos  of  the  area  showing  all 
of  the  footprints  or  a large  number  of 
same,  should  have  been  made.  To  our 
knowledge  no  measurements  or  other 
tests  were  made. 

The  question  arises:  ^Vhy  did  Reeves 
wait  a whole  day  to  report  his  experi- 
ence? This  has  not  been  satisfactorily 
explained — he  says  he  stayed  awake  the 
whole  night  tr^'ing  to  decide  what  to  do 
about  the  whole  situation,  and  doubted 
that  onyone  would  believe  him. 

Reeves  arrived  at  the  Radio  Station  at 
noon  on  the  3rd,  and  Woody  Johnson, 
manager  of  WJJB,  called  MacDill  Field. 
Three  invesigators  from  MacDill  showed 
up  about  3:30— a record  where  UFO  in- 
vestigations are  concerned.  The  ques- 
tioned Reeves  at  the  station,  then  went 
with  him  to  the  site  of  the  purported 
landing  and  viewed  it,  questioning  him 
further. 

On  the  basis  of  what  we  had  learned, 
we  dispatched  another  Florida  member 
who  after  discreet  investigation  said  he 
felt  a hoax  was  afoot.  Meanwhile,  having 
paid  $30.00  for  the  picture,  including 
the  writing  (reproduced  here)  we  were 
concerned  about  our  position  concerning 
the  whole  situation. 

We  were  assured  by  Woody  Johnson 
that  he  and  Frank  Fish  were  the  first 
and  only  indivduals  to  interview  Reeves 
before  the  Air  Force  arrived.  When  we 
finally  received  the  photos  from  Johnson, 
the  accompanying  letter  read,  verbatim: 
"Thank  you  very  much  for  your  letter  of 
the  13th,  enclosing  check  for  glossy 
prints,  which  we  believe  you  will  find 
most  interesting.  As  agreed  these  prints 
are  not  to  be  released  or  reproduced 
(those  containing  symbols)  without  writ- 
ten consent  of  Frank  Fish  or  W.  W.  John- 


son. The  enclosed  prints  have  been  re- 
leased to  APRO  on  advice  of  NICAP. 

"Information  on  other  sightings  in- 
cluded in  your  letter  of  the  13th,  was 
most  interesting.  We  would  like  to  have 
your  opinion  and  comments  regarding 
the  enclosed  prints  after  review.”  Un- 
quote, 

Mr.  Lorenzen  had  written  to  Johnson 
and  had  asked  pertinent  questions  about 
the  landing  site,  none  of  which  Johnson 
was  able  to  answer.  The  only  thing  we 
were  able  to  gain  was  the  pictures  which 
showed  little.  The  footprints  are  so  clear 
that  they  look  as  though  they  could  have 
been  made  with  a weighted  object;  there 
is  no  characteristic  scuffing.  The  se- 
quence of  footprints  indicate  a very  short 
stride,  and  a rather  "duckfooted”  walk. 
This  is  not  out  of  line,  however,,  for  a 
"robot”  who  walked  with  a stiff-legged 
gait. 

On  the  1st  of  April,  Air  Force  spokes- 
men announced  their  decision  that  the 
Brooksville  incident  was  a hoax.  They 
said  it  had  been  investigated  by  MacDill 
AFB  personnel  and  Dr.  C.  W.  Bemiss, 
Pan  American  Airways  technical  staff 
man.  Tests  of  the  pieces  of  paper  were 
conducted  at  the  Institute  of  Paper  Chem- 
istry at  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  AF  report,  "we  found  to  be 
composed  of  fibers  common  all  over  the 
world  and  corresponded  to  the  fibers 
used  for  lens  tissue  or  stencil  paper.” 
This  statement,  although  probably  not 
too  well  represented  by  the  press,  is  not 
exactly  enough  for  a scientific  evaluation. 
The  type  of  paper  and  its  make  should 
have  been  identified.  Johnson  had  in- 
formed APRO  that  the  paper  would  not 
tear,  and  a burned  sample  burned  almost 
explosively.  This  description  does  not 
fit  lens  or  stencil  paper. 

The  Air  Force  statement  also  said  that 
the  AF  found  it  "extremely  doubtful”  to 
believe  that  a 20-30  foot  object  could  have 
taken  off  at  the  alleged  rate  of  5,000 
mph  in  vertical  ascent  and  been  seen  for 
any  more  than  five  seconds.  Taking  into 
consideration  that  Reeves  admits  be  is 
not  knowledgeable  in  technical  matters 
and  estimation  of  speed,  etc.,  his  estimate 
of  the  time  it  took  for  the  object  to  dis- 
appear from  sight  is  not  a point  to  be 
seriously  questioned  and  used  for  evalu- 
ation of  authenticity. 

The  "hieroglyphics”  were  found  by  the 
AF  to  be  "the  work  of  an  amateur”  and 
they  were  deciphered  by  "simple  sulv 
stitution".  Wc  can  agree  with  the  latter, 
but  there  are  certain  facts  about  those 
glyphs  which  .‘xhould  not  be  overlooked. 
Using  the  AF*s  translation  of  the  one 
page,  we  found  they  did  not  apply  to 
the  second  page  and  that  indeed,  of  the 
18  symbols  (out  of  a possible  25  in  our

Based  on  the  above,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Air  Force 
that  an  attcn®t  was  made  to  perpetrate  a hoax. 
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On  the^d  of  March  1965,  65-year-oId 
John  Reeves"  oT*" WeeTct-Wachr  Springs, 
Florida,  walked  into  the  office  of  Radio 
Station  WWJB  in  Brooksville  and  told  a 
Strang  story  of  his  purported  encounter 
with  a roboMike  creature  and  Its  space 
ship  on  the  the  preceding  day.  Hts  story: 

At  about  1:55  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
second,  he  was  waljdng  about  11/2  miles 
from  his  home  when  he  saw  '‘out  on  the 
flats*'  an  unusual  looking  object.  He  ap- 
^ proached  it  via  a circuitous  route  and 
when  about  150  feet  from  the  object  he 
stopped  and  just  looke^l  at  It.  Shortly 
he  was  startled  to  see  in  an  area  a small 
distance  from  the  “craft”,  a spacesuited 
figure  which  came  out  of  the  brush  and 
approached  the  object.  It  had  traversed 
about  half  the  distance  between  its  orig* 
inal  position  and  the  craft,  when  it  stop* 
ped,  turned,  spotted  Reeves  and  started 
toward  him.  It  got  to  within  15  feet  of 
Mr.  Reeves,  stopped,  pulled  i squarish 
black  object  with  rounded  edges  “ out  of 
its  left  side”,  and  held  it  at  chin  level. 
The  object  flashed,  “like  lightning  at 
night  , according  to  Reeves,  whereupon 
Reeves  turned  and  ran.  In  running  he 
knocked  his  glasses  off  on  a bush,  slop- 
py to  get  them  and  his  hat  fell  off. 
Sitting  there  in  a crouched  position,  he 
looked  around  and  the  "robot's"  object 
flashed  again.  Then  the  creature  turned 
and  walked  back  to  the  “saucer"  and 

entered  it.  Shortly  the  object  rose  into 
the  sky  at  high  speed  and  disappeared.

Sonte  of  these 
were  in^orted  into  this  country  in  the  pest  for  use  ^s 
lens  paper  and  stencil  tissue. 


It  would  be  difficult  to  identify  these  fibers  more  specifically.  Ue  could 
perhaps  narrow  the  Identification  somewhat  by  further  examination  of  fiber 
morphology,  fiber  length,  and  cross  section  dimensions  but  we  do  not  '.rant 
to  undertake  this  unless  it  would  be  worth'v/hile  from  your  standpoint. 
Chemical  analyses  could  be  made  but  we  do  not  believe  they  would  serve  any 
useful  purpose  at  present. 


The  above  comments  imply  that  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  this 
product  came  from  outer  space.  We  know  you  are  also  interested  in  deter- 
mining its  actual  point  of  origin  and  we  suggest  that  this  problem  ce 
discussed  with  one  of  the  comparatively  few  companies  that  are  acti'.'e  in 
this  specialized  segment  of  the  paper  industry.  The  sample  submitted 
corresponds  In  basis  weight  (5y  lbs.  for  a ream  of  500  sheets  2k  x 3^ 
inches)  zc  lighvveight  lens  paper  and  the  general  character  of  the  sample 
is  similar  sc  seme  grades  of  lens  paper  (see  sarrple  of  Eastnen  Kodak 
Company  len;  caper  whi:h  is  enclosed).  Similar  grades  are  used  for  sx.encii 
tissue  but  are  made  largely  by  the  same  limited  number  of  companies.

If  the  san^jle  is  definitely  lens  paper,  then  it  seems  probable  that 
sheets  of  any  great  size  would  not  be  readily  available  to  "the  man  in  the 
street"  and  that  anyone  who  may  have  "planted"  the  sample  in  question 
v/ould  have  had  access  to  supplies  through  some  particular  distributor  or 
user  of  such  materials,  or  through  some  foreign  contact.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  this  sample  can  be  considered  as  a stencil  tissue,  such  as  that 
used  in  mimeograph  stencils,  then  specimens  of  limited  size  might  have 
been  avails  cle  through  an  office  supply  house  or  similar  soiirces.  Here 
again  we  believe  that  the  manufacturers  of  these  types  of  papers  might  be 
more  specific  in  terms  of  the  identification  of  the  sample  and  the 
probable  channels  of  distribution.

Ths  fiber  composition,  as  w'eli  as  the  general 
n-=ture  ;f  -/r.s  ajsciiren,  correspond  tc  lens  end  stencil  pcp?rs  made  both  in 
this  co’Jntry  and  abroad  on  continuous  iiachines  -Jind  also  in  small-scrlo  ‘lan: 
opera t lens  . It  is  possible  that  the  exact  nature  of  the  fiber  cculr,  be 
determined  ..tore  closely  b;/  additional  study  of  fiber  :iiorphology  and 
dimensions  cut  without  further  advice  from  you  v/e  are  not  convinced  that 
such  efforts  w'culd  be  worth’diile.

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The  saimpLe  is  composed  of  plant  fibers  frorr.  the  bas“  or  th 
leaf  cf  one  or  more  of  a number  of  plants.  A wide  variety 


of  plants  of  this  general  t;^.pe  grow  in  this  -oLintr;.  end 
abroad,  an:  some  spasies  are  not  distinguishable  from  one 
another  in  fiber  form.  Of  the  more  coranon  ones^  ue  believe 
the  submitted  sarq)le  is  not  Jute,  .mitsumata,  gampi,  flax, 
or  ramie;  it  could  be  fiber  from  abaca,  sisal,  koso,  hemp, 
or  a similar  but  less  common  plant. 


E>diibit  A includes  photomicrographs  showing  botanical 
similarities  of  fibers  from  the  unknown  sample  and  from  two 
commercial  papers  (described  below).  It  also  includes 
photomicrographs  from  our  files  of  a number  of  known  fibers 
in  the  TAPPI  Fibrary  maintained  as  reference  materials  for 
the  Technical  Association  of  the  Pulp  and  Paper  Industry.

Although  the  United  States  paper  industry  is  based  prinoipaii.'  o 
fibers  derived  from  trees,  the  use  of  bast  or  leaf  fibers  in  thic 
country,  and  in  foreign  countries,  is  not  uncommon,  and  ve  see 
no  reason  to  believe  that  these  fibers  have  any  unusual  origin. 

In  foreign  countries,  such  fibers  are  grovm  specifically  for 
papermaking;  this  practice  is  not  as  common  in  this  country,  but 
such  fibers  can  be  imported  for  papermaklng  or  can  be  (and  are) 
recovered  from  old  rope,  cordage,  and  similar  products  contain- 
ing fibers  of  this  t^r^pe. 


2,  Paner  Identification 


The  sample  itself  is  of  the  type  used  for  lens  paper  or  stencil 
tissue  (sometimes  called  Japanese  tissue) . The  sample  submitted 
had  a basis  weight  of  5.5  lbs.  (for  a ream  of  500  sheets, 

24  X 36  inches),  a thickness  of  approximately  0.0013  inches  and 
■iTas  soft^  bulky  and  of  open  structiore.  Formation  v/as  very 
uniform,  indicating  a high  quality  operation.  There  v.as  no 
evidence  cf  any  special  treatment  to  impart  \-m.ter  repellency  or

3 , Further  Speculation 


We  have  made  no  chemical  analysis  of  the  markings  and  do  not 
intend  to  do  so.  In  my  previous  letter  I commented  that 
brief  microscopic  examination  had  suggested  the  possibility 
that  the  markings  were  placed  upon  the  paper  by  stamping  or 
printing  rather  than  by  an  Instrument  such  as  a pencil 
which  would  tend  to  disrupt  the  fiber  structure.  Some  of 
my  cclleaguas  feel  that  the  markings  could  have  been  made 
wioh  a =pe:?ial  t;.pe  of  pencil  used  in  photographic  touchup 
work  and  ocher  graphic  arts  procedure.

!•  Reference  is  made  to  discussion  between  Sgt»  Moody,  TOEW,  and 
FDFM  personnel,  on  24  Mar  65. 

2«  It  was  requested  that  FDFM  comment  on  the  landing  gear  of  a 
reported  UFO,  as  referenced  in  the  Dr,  C.W,  Bemiss  Memo,  dated 
12  Mar  65,  The  following  comments  are  submitted, 

3,  Studies  on  landing  gear  systems  for  a lunar  landing  vehicle, 
have  considered  a four-leg  system  with  unsymmetrical  geometry. 

The  footpad  radius  (distance  between  the  centerline  of  the  vehicle 
and  the  center  of  the  footpad)  for  the  two  rear  legs  is  ten  feet, 
whereas  that  for  the  two  front  legs  is  20  feet.  Also,  due  to 
varying  gear  stroke  and  articulate  actuation,  the  footpad  spacings 
will  differ  between  each  side  dimension, 

4,  Another  explanation  of  the  unequal  footprint  spacing  is  that 
the  landing  gears  are  flexible  enough  to  allow  variable  lateral 
displacement,  Unsymmetrical  landings  (one  or  two  leg  impact)  due 
to  vehicle  tilt  with  respect  to  the  vertical,  landing  on  a sloped 
surface,  or  landing  with  a horizontal  velocity  component,  can 
cause  side  loads  which  tend  to  deflect  each  flexible  gear  leg 
differently.  However,  at  least  one  of  these  conditions  would 
have  to  be  present  to  cause  unequal  pad  spacings, 

5,  At  unequal  spacings,  with  reasons  stated  above,  it  is  possible 
that  landing  gear  footpads  could  leave  indentations  in  the  surface, 
as  shown  in  the  photos.  There  is  a probability  that  an  unsymmetrical 
latnding  occurred,  causing  each  gear  to  impact  consecutively.  Upon 
impact,  a probe  (free  to  pivot  to  maintain  a vertical  position) 
plunges  into  the  ground.  The  purpose  of  the  probe  would  be  to 
restrain  the  footpads  from  sliding,  thus  stabilizing  the  vehicle. 

If  the  holes  were  not  made  by  soil  compaction;  but  bored  out,  then 
it  is  assumed  that  some  kind  of  a tube  type  probe  was  utilized. 

Refer  to  the  attached  sketch. 


6.  The  concentric  and  eccentric  pad  footprints  are  represented  in 
the  attached  sketch  to  indicate  possible  ground  flotation  pad  and 
gear  leg  positions • This  sketch  indicates  possible  reasons  why 
(1)  all  four  holes  are  approximately  six  inches  deep,  (2)  both 
concentric  and  eccentric  pad  footprints  appear,  and  (3)  unequal 
gear/pad  footprint  spacings  were  present* 

7#  From  the  dimensions  of  the  UFO,  it  has  been  determined  that  the 
pad  footprint  spread,  even  though  unequal,  is  adequate  enough  to 
prevent  overturning  of  the  vehicle* 

8*  Additional  information  should  have  been  recorded  at  the  landing 
site,  such  as: 

a*  Direction  of  the  eccentric  pad  footprint  indentations,  i*e«  j 

inboard  or  outboard  direction*

b.  Penetrometer  measurements  to  determine  the  soil  strength  i 

around  the  holes  and  at  the  bottom  of  the  holes  would  indicate 

whether  or  not  the  soil  was  compacted  or  scooped  out* 

9*  There  are  many  questions  left  unanswered,  such  as  why  the  holes 
were  not  distorted  during  take-off,  adhesion  characteristics  of  the 
soil,  disposal  of  the  scooped  or  bored-out  soil,  etc.  However, 
from  the  facts  at  hand,  it  is  concluded  that  a landing  with  the 
gear  geometry  and  pad  indentations  mentioned  above  are  theoretically 
possible* 

10.  The  soil  itself  in  the  case  such  as  this  could  be  utilized  to 
provide  more  tangible  information.  In  view  of  this,  it  is 
recommended  that  in  future  occasions  the  following  steps  are  taiken: 

a.  Determine  the  soil  bearing  strength  values  around  the  area* 

b*  Measure  the  footprint  areas  and  depth  (of  the  vehicle 
landing  gear  and  the  crewmen), 

c.  Obtain  plaster  casts  of  all  footprints. 

From  the  preceding  information  data  on  vehicle  and  crewmen  weights 
could  be  estimated* 
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
